LONDON, March 25.—A terrible gale sot 


in Saturday night and is still prevailing. 
The storm is general throughout Great 
Britain. There bus been immense dam- 
ago to property in many o£ tho larger 
towns. Pinnacles, roofs and chimneys of 
a number of churches were blown off and 
many factories wcro similarly damaged. 
In many places church services wore sus- 
pended. 


A groat number of trees wore prostrated 


by the gale and rnuoh damage was done 
to dwolling houses. In many parts of the 
country tho telefiraph linos are down. A 
few minor casualUles are reported from 
along tho coast. 


Many people have been injured by fall- 


Ing debris. A wall collapsed in the .East 
End of London, and thruo persons were 
crushed to death beneath it. Throe turrets 
of tho pinnacles on tho west front of the 
Peterborough 
cathedral 
wore blown 


down. Other buildings in the town were 
damaged, and a number of persons wen 
injured. 


The roof of tho railway station 
at 


Stratford-on-Avon was blown off, and ( 
number of monuments in tho parish 
churchyard wcro damaged. 


In Birmingham tho galo was felt wltl 


exceptional severity. A man and three 
children wore killed thcro. The proporty 
damage In tho town is estimated at thou 
sands of poutlds. 


Two mon and a girl in Leicester war, 


struck by falling debris and almost in 
Htantly killed. Every houso in tho Aylo 
stone district was damaged.

WolVBi'liampton ono 


killed and 12 injured. 


In Wulsull two chimnoy stacks woro 


blown over. They crashed through tho 
roof of a hospital, broke through tho floor- 
Ing and carried nino bods with patlonts to a 
room beneath. For a time the excite- 
ment in and around the hospital was in- 
tense and the wildest sort of rumors were 
afloat, some having it that a dozen per- 
sons had boon killed. 
As quickly as

was found that nobody had boon killed. 
Tho nine occupants of the beds were ex- 
tricated alive, but badly injured.

A BROOKLYN TKAGKDY.

The 
unknown then, ran away. The injured 
man died in a few minutes. 


William, when arrested, had

toll how the quarrel began, but both de- 
clared that tho man who wielded tho 
knife was unknown to them. Several 
people living in the vicinity where the 
murder occurred wore ^tertain that four 
men were engaged in the fighfc, and that 
tho stranger did tho stabbing.

They woro 
routed and the Cubans notified the Span- 
ish authorities to send for the dead and 
wounded.

lermon at an appointed place in tho moun- 
tains of Amador. 


Guerra's Power. 


Guerra, under command of Masso, is 


considered the bravest insurgent leader. 
He hovers near Manzanilla, commanding 
500 well-armed cavalry. About'March 18 
ho ransacked Champuogla village, which 
consists of about 700 inhabitants 
and 


which was guarded by 50 Spanish sol- 
diers. 
' 


The commanding nontenant was cap- 


tured while absent from the garrison, but 
refused to give up tho arms of tho fortifi- 
cation, which was surrounded, and upon 
the promise of his life boing spared tho 
arms of tha barracks were surrendered. 
This happened in midday. 


That night, after the insurgents had 


gone, fresh Spanish troops arrived. 
Tho 


surrendering: lieutenant was arrested by 
them and sent to prison. 
The Guorra 


band carried a Spanish flag with diagonal 
white stripe. 


A great many ex-Spanish soldiers aro 


•with Guerra and Masso. Four miles from. 
Manzaniila, Guerra captured all tho arms 
from tho plantations. 
In Manzanilla tho 


volunteers and citizons aro constantly 
fearing capture. The entrances to it aro 
;uarded and no one allowed to. pass tho 
gates at night. Those entering during 
;he day are compslled to surrender thoir 
machetes or other arms to guards. Tho 
streets aro constantly patrolled at night, 


Some of tho richer stores have erected 


opposite their stands small 
turroted 


towers, with their round bodies projecting 
into tho streets from corners, so that loop- 
holes command the four directions on the 
streets. 
The towers aro 
of stone, 14 


inches thick, about. 10 foot high and 13 
feet diameter. Four havo baeu erected in 
Manztinllla, whore six old turrets of tho 
foi'iuer revolution have been repaired, and 
several impromptu towers have been con- 
structed. The suuie work is being done 
at Bayomo for the protection of property, 
tho owners of adjacent property paying 
therefor.

from Manxauilla to Capo Cruz, 00 miles ot 
Cuba's richest territory.
